Since the parts of an atom are too 
sm'ill for direct observation it has be- 
' odis customary to prepare quostton- 
alres for the atoms. Dr. Poster points 
out. Plrst. a study :s made ot tho ic- 
i :os of colors given out by a t-"l<vto,| 
coure» of light The atoms which 
<mit tho light are next aske.j what 
they propose to do under utiusiial clr- 
« umstanees, especially when exposed 
to strong forces which distort th'eni. 
Their answer always consists of some 
significant modification in the colors 

of light t hoy solid nut. Tiif>c answer* 
are finally Interpreted in term.- of 
vitnnvp' 'structure and behaviour. 

Por example, tiio Dutoii ph- F |i hd 
Socman applied strong magnetic for- 
ces to the light source, with the re- 
!-ult that oiicri color was split into 
throe slightly dirt, rent colors. This 
answer was interpreted by Prol Lo- 
rents on classical theory Following 
this. Stark. In IM3, applied ele'ctrl<; 
forces to th«> atoms and surprised 
most scientists with tho discovery 
I that the colors were in this case even 
Timre effected, and the splittings were 
more varied.

Meclvanici of Atom 

The pre< iso manner in -which the 
colors are split In tlic Stark effect was 
first found by Dr Poster, who has 
also written th»ir theoretical e*p] ln . 
atlon on Hie basis oi the new m?--inn- 
Ics of the atom. Purthor Important 
developments, especially with regard 
to complex atoms, have just been 
published by Dra Rowlos a.nd Chalk 
of McGill .n Lhe proceedings of the 
lioyal .Soi |ely, London. 

Por fifteen years there has remain- 
ed tho obvious problem of applying 
electric and magnetic forces simul- 
taneously — a problem which Stark at. 
tempted without success During re- 
cent years this has become even more 
Interesting, not only because tsew co- 
lore or "lines" of a different typo tiro 
• xpected when the two forces a t In 
different directions, but because new 
methods In mathematical physics 
wsro forced into play for the partial 
theorltlca! solution of this problem.

Revue Cabaret Tickets Scll'ng 
Inst With Preparations 
Complete 

That the McGill Daily Is a respon- 
sible body, and lias the tiimc right, in 
separate autonomy as have oilier so- 
defies on the rumpus, was decided 
by the Students' Council Inst night, 
when they ratified constitutional 
changes proposed by the staff 
of the Daily. These changes pro- 
vide for the ii s ||t 0 f tho Daily to 
express its own opinion on Cam pun 
matters; providing that the opinions 
so expressed arc clearly understood 
to be the opinions of Ihe Dally only. I 
They will not he taken as official 
opinion» of the Students' Society, and 
a statement to this effect will appear 
at tiie head of the editorial column 
each day. There will he n.> constitu- 
tional restrictions except concerning 
the subject; of raeo religion and poli- 
tic-, and conccrniti; tml lit elections. 

Other changes passed provided that 
the r..unc 1 might appoint the board 
in the event of the resignation of tho 
existing hoard over a matter of policy, 
and for tije provision of a quorum tor 
bustncf.s meetings ot ihe staff. 

Business nt the meeting of tho 
Council apait from the Daily changes, 
was chiefly concerned uiili reports of 
com in 1 1 Ices that hare Im-ch attending 
to various bra m lu s of activity. Tin 
Aima Mater dance was reported to 
have suffered a deficit owing to tho 
decreasa in attendance o\er last year, 
but it whs pointed out that the loss Is 
chiefly a book one. as e.vpenccs were 
charged agtilnst the dance this year 
which In former years were charged 
otherwise A vctto of appreciation of 
the work that Ross rind Abbott per- 
formed, In looking after the success- 
ful decorallont at the dance w - as 
paysçd by the Council. 

I'er^li reported that the prospects 
tor the fled and White Cabaret aW 
bright, with expenses well covered, 
and tickets telling- well In spite of tho 
fact lint tickets this year are five 
dollars as against thrca dollars and 
fifty cents of last year.

CONSTITUTIONAL CHANGES 

Formal ratification was given by the Stu- 
dents' Council yesterday afternoon to the 
amendment tu the Constitution of the "Daily" 
which will allow the Managing Board to take 
a stand in the editorial column on any contro- 
versial matter, and even to disagree with de- 
cisions of the Council if they feel justified in so 
doing. While it is true that any editorial 
column which is constitutionally hampered, as 
that of the "Daily" has hitherto been, occupies 
a purely anomolous position, there has been a 
great deal of perfectly justifiable controversy 
over the demand of the "Daily" for freedom 
to criticise decisions of a representative body. 

The Students' Council, while they are a re- 
presentative body, realise the general good and 
added .security which must of necessity result 
from the presence of a potential source of in- 
telligent criticism, which could not exist under 
tln> old constitution. Looking at the matter 
from that particular point of view, it might 
be said that a hampered editorial column gave 
the Council a certain amount of false security. 

At the same time, it is undeniable that a 
great deal of harm could result from the un- 
warranted attacks of a rash or radical Manag- 
ing Hoard. We are glad that the Council has 
realised that .Managing Boards are appointed 
on the strength of certain qualities which rend- 
er this contingency as unlikely as that of there 
being al .some time a Council which might be 
consistently unwise in its decisions. It must 
also lie remembered that the Council have 
the power to dismiss any Managing Board, and 
we feel that such a step could not be taken un- 
less the Council were perfectly sure that their 
position was justifiable before the student 
body. Tlie same check exists on the Managing 
Board, who, unless they are tired of office, 
would be extremely unlikely to publish an cdi- 
, torial which they could not defend if necessary. 

It will be noted that opinions in the edito- 
rial column will in future be specifically de- 
fined as those of the Managing Board, and not 
those of the Students' Society. It would be dif- 
ficult, if not impossible, to define what the "of- 
ficial opinion of the Students' Society" could 
mean, but it is obvious that any opinions ex- 
pressed in the editorial column must be defens- 
ible before the student body. 

Taking a general view of the whole case, 
we may say that the position appears to be 
sound, both from the point of view of the Coun- 
cil and from that of the "Daily". At the same 
time, it will be necessary for both sides to use 
sound judgment in doubtful cases, and to show 
the same spirit of conciliation which has rend- 
ered tlie new clause acceptable to both parties. 

We hope and trust that future Councils and 
future Managing Boards will find no difficul- 
ties under the new arrangement, and we feel 
certain that the change will be for the general 
good. 



NO. 6.— ON DIETING 

1 was approached last week by a friend, a very good 
friend indeed, (since he reads my papers), who asked me 
tHïs : "Why do you deal only with institutions dating from 
time immemorial, many of them already in their decline? 
Why do yoil not discuss something more modern, some prac- 
tice that had its origin within the scope of your own life- 
lime? Is it ignorance or fear which prevents you?' 1 
"Neither,"' I replied, "the idea has simply never occurred to 
mc. What shall 1 write about?" "Dieting," answered my 
friend immediately. To dieting, therefore, shall this paper 
be dedicated. 

The practice of dieting can be divided into two phases, 
voluntary and involuntary. The involuntary type of dieting 
is a practice dating from antiquity. History tells us of 
draught; and famines, when people ate not, simply because 
they had no food, and of the important consequences, political 
and social, that result^ from these periods of scarcity. In 
our own times we have heard of famines in India and 
Russia, where abstinence from food has taken place on a 
large scale, millions of people Roing hungry for no ulterior 
motive whatsoever. But this type of dieting is not the subject 
of our discussion. It is not my purpose to draw a picture of 
.suffering and oppression. Rather arc we concerned with that 
other type of dieting, which I have called voluntary, where 
the person or persons concerned, refrain from food, not on 
account of scarcity, but for a definite ulterior motive. 
Dirting for spiritual reasons however, as the dervishes of 
the cast, and the monks have done for centuries, is to be 
excluded. Here wc shall confine ourselves to dieting, 
voluntarily committed for some consideration other than a 
spiritual one, a practice that is new in the annals of history. 

If we are to examine this practice, wc must begin by 
asking a series of questions. What sort of people diet? Why? 
Which sex is the tiio^t addicted to dieting? Why? What is 
the main reason for dieting in general? Why? Rut we shall 
curtail our list of questions, leaving them to the reader's 
imagination, and proceed to tlie answers.

The Minister fur 
Mines (Mr. Claude James) presided, 
and there were also present Dr. 13. S, 
Dicier (deputy Director ot Survey), 
Messrs. A. Mcintosh Reld (Director 
of Mines). I'. n. Nye, (Government 
Geologist), anil others. 

The Minister explained the purposes 
of the Survey, stating that the advi- 
sory committee had been called to- 
gether to advise the director of tho 
Survey as to areas upon which It was 
possible to do experimental work. 

Mr. Held tooU the chair after the 
departure of the Minister, and Dr. 
HIeler gave nn outline of the plans 
being made for worli in Tasmania. 
The Imperial Geophysical Experiment- 
al Survey, he said, was n co-operative 
effort on the part of the Common- 
wealth Council for Scientific and In- 
dustrial research, and tli<- Empire 
Marketing Board. Its purpose was to 
make comparative tests of the eflect- 
Ivcncss of the various methods which 
lind lately engaged attention as aids 
to prospectors and mining engineers 
in tlie solution of some of their prob- 
lems. 

Although considerable work had 
been done in various countries by 
means of eleetrirnl methods :n dls-

and thin. Why do thcic types of people diet? The fat to get 
thin, and the thin to avoid getting fat. When asked why 
there is this aversion to obesity, these people attribute it to 
health. Hut there is no reason why a fat person should not 
be a heslthy one. It is a natural thing for elderly people to 
grow stout, \et we sec all about us grandmothers and 
grandfathers, keeping their youthful figures, and literally 
starving thrm«clves to death. It is to he feared that the desire 
to be slender i? not so much attributable to the search for 
health, as for the appearance of that condition. Hungry men 
and women walk about looking well, hut cannot possibly be 
so. A hungry nun is never mentally healthy. He is always 
morbidly aware ot tiic fact that he is hungry, and this con- 
sciousness of a physical need docs not allow him to expend 
his full mental energy along more profitable lines. To him, 
the indulging or refraining from food passes from a mere 
incidented circumstance, to a matter of primary importance. 
He is reduced to a condition in which our ancestors were, in 
the jungle, when life's main problem was, "When and how 
cases when dieting is a medical necessity. 1 refer rather to 
much shall we cat:" I am not referring to those extreme 
the practice of resorting to it ai a means of retaining "the 
looks." 

Why this vehement desire to retain the appearai..c of 
youth and health? Here we must arrive at an answer which 
involvei the mainspring oi all man's life in a civilized com- 
munity—Vanity! the keeping up of appearances! It is here, 
too, that wc derive our clue as to why women diet more than 
men do. They would have us believe that men ars as vain as 
women, but in the face of dieting statistics, the contention 
is overwhelmingly crushed. To every man, who is trying to 
retain a youthful figure, there are fifty women trying to 
keep "that schoolgirl complexion" by the method of starv- 
ation. It is a conservative estimate to say that 8(Ki oi the 
women in America, diet in some way or other, whether this 
dieting take the iorm of existing on orange-juice and 
cigarettes, or resolving not to eat meat more than once a 
day. 

The practice, of course, has both its tragic and comic 
elements. In every American home, dieting is now a matter 
oi much discussion. Ii Columbus could but come to life, enter 
invisibly within the portals of an American home, and hear 
number ot calorie» in a bowl of pea-soup! Would he laugh 
mother and daughter contending fiercely as to the specific 
at the lucidious aspect of the situation, or would be bewail 
the fate that has overcome the land oi his discovery, in be- 
ing settled by people of this sort? It is a funny thing to 
observe that type of girl (common to all well-regulated 
families) who denies herself a piece of bread and butter at 
dinner, and finishes the evening by consuming .-. pound of 
chocolates and half a package of cigarettes. All this for the 
sake of health! H is a spectacle much more sad to behold, 
when we see older women, dignified matrons, the wives of 
prosperous men, denying themselves the very necessities of 
life, in a vain attemvt to light off the tell-tale lines oi age. 
It is almost an insult to the beauty of evidence, this paradox, 
that in the wealthiest country in the world, the women arc 
starving. With all due respect to Theodore Drciicr, I main- 
tain, that this is the great American Tragedy, the sacriiice 
of comfort, enjoyment of life, health itself, for the sake of 
appearances. 

Given an instrument with which to work harm, what 
have our young women done? They have succeeded in com- 
batting nature to an extent that is detrimental to their beauty. 
They have starved themselves down to universal pattern. The 
Age of Standardisation is here— and our women are alike 
as a row of sticks and rapidly appoaching them in silhouette. 
Where are our outstanding beauties, plumps and pleasing, 
fashioned by nature's rule, like those of bygone days? 
Where arc the Lily Russells and the Lily Langtrys? Where 
are the bodies akin in beauty to those of the Greek Godd- 
esses? Gone? Starved out of appearance! 

Many are the abuses committed in the name of the deity 
of the diet. Hie gullible public will diet at any cost, and 
obliging manufacturers hasten to fulfil the condition. All 
sorts of nanseons preparations are sold as substitutes for 
"food that is fattening". The grocer assures the housewife 
that this bread, though it looks like other bread and tastes 
as well, has the happy property of transforming all who 
partake of it into counterparts of Venus. The tired business 
man is subjected to a diet of synthetic sawdust, usually 
called breakfast food, because his wife has heard of the 
miraculous effects of such a food, how it makes new men 
over nifht; and after all "George is getting paunchy." The 
candy is taken from the baby and cookies substituted to cor- 
rect a differential surplus of calories! The whole country 
talks in terms of calories I 

In view of this fact wc must have expert advice in the 
matter of calories and the diet ; and so wc have a new pro- 
fessional class growing up, called dieticians. Doctors, after 
ten years of scientific training, including post-graduate work 
what not to eat. Conditions have indeed become complex in 
dietetics, open an oit'ice. and specialize in telling people 
tlu-j age of ours. In the olden idiiys we either ate or did not 



mean? of gravitational and seismic 
méthode to help in oil proppecting, it 
was felt that no satisfactory compar- 
ison of methods had been made, a-nd 
that little publicity had been given to 
résulta, except by Rcophyidc.-il pros- 
pecting companies.

The .Survey had been engaged on 
various problems in New South Wales 
and Victoria in the last six months, 
and was just commenting a series of 
expérimenta in Tasmania. On a pre- 
liminary visit last April the Director 
of the Survey (Mr. Broughton Edge) 
had gone to a number of fields in the 
West Coast Mining area, and later re- 
ported condition» a« satisfactory, 
mainly for magnetic and electrical 
work. 

Dr. BIcIer added that he had just 
returned from a visit to the West 
Coast, and a short inspection of tho 
Rlngarooma Valley tin fields had 
been under the guidance of the Gov- 
ernment Geologisi. As a result of the 
trip expérimenta', work had already 
been started on two areas on the West 
Coast, one Just south of Jîeehan, and 
the other on the silver-lead lodes and 
In the pyritlc tin fields of Renlaon 
Bell. .V "number of other areas in other 
districts were considered suitable for 
further work. 

Dr. Bieler expressed his gratitude 
to the Department of Mines for the 
efficient help he had received in Tas- 
mania, particularly with regard to 
the reports and information *uppl!ed 
to him and the aid given him by Mr. 
Nye. 

As two of the members of thé"com- 
inittee are managers of Important tin 
mining companies (Mr. Ryan of Pio- 
neer, nnd Mr. Clark of Brlsels), the 
question of geophysical work oh gold 
and tin deep leads was, naturally, 
discussed at some length. Dr. Bieler 
remarked that It was difficult at this 
i-tage to say how much help geophys- 
ical methods could give to alluvial 
mining, but gravitational and seismic 
methods seemed to be adapted to that 
work. 

The chairman thanked members or 
the committee for their attendance, 
and hoped that they would contlnuo 
to assist the Survey by Haclng at its 
disposal as much information as they 
could. 

Dr. Bieler will spend the next few 
days In Hobart, after which he will 
visit Zcehan for further work. He re- 
turns to the mainland In about ten 
days.

Forcei In Different Direction» 

On th« other hand. It bus long been 
regarded as perhaps Impossible to get 
an analysis of the light with the ap- 
plied forces acting in different direc- 
tions Aside from theoretical difficul- 
ties, there was the outstanding pra ■- 
tlcal difficulty, namely the magnetic 
forces put out the light. This, with 
oilier difficulties, lias now beon over- 
. .ni. . and definite results have been 
cabled for publication in the next 
number of ■Nature" So long ns the 
forces are In the same direction, one 
should describe tho result as a Stark- 
Keeman effect; but when the forces 
are In different directions, a new cf- 
rc I is observed. 

In this research Dr. M. L. GhalK 
acted as assistant under a grant from 
the National Research Council of 
Canada.

Calorific Value 

Tho fnt In tic body Is really in the 
form i f a fatty held, some of which 
ate the palmitic and stearic acids. 
Fats are of high calorific vaille, an. I 
are therefore good as fuel for the 
tissues and protoplusm 0 r arc Blored 
for fut tire use. The place wftsro 
it Is stored is usually quite not liv- 
able, the abdomen, and the cheeks 
predominating. 

The chemist has found it very hard 
to oxiijizo or burn any fat in the la- 
boratory, even though they can see it 
done in the body. Dr. Greenberg de- 
clared. There are, however, ccrta'n 
cowpounds of the benzine ring, that 
ore not much affected by the body. 
In studying these, Professor F. Knopp, 
a European chemist, decided to com- 
bine a fat with a compound of the 
benzine, and pass it Ui rough the 
body ho found that tho benzoic acid 
ho used, was not oxidized, and 
through further experiments he 
ovolved the theory that oxidation of 
fatty acids took placo by chopping 
off two carbon atoms at a time. Some 
objections was raised to this, chief 
being that tho theory was not 
founded on puro chemistry, but ex- 
periments conducted at the time by 
Dakln overthrew this objection, since 
by using peroxide as tho .oxidizing
